BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE DRAWINGS 



The present invention will now be described, by way of an example, with 
references to the accompanying drawings, wherein like elements are numbered alike in the 
several figures in which: 

FIGURE 1 is a simplified block diagram depicting a motor control system with 
voltage-profiling in accordance with an exemplary embodiment; 

FIGURE 2 depicts an illustrative motor torque at different voltages if the torque 
is allowed to exceed the maximum current/voltage; 

FIGURE 4 3 is a simplified block diagram depicting a voltage-profiling 
algorithm in accordance with an exemplary embodiment; 

FIGURE 4 depicts an illustrative motor torque at different voltages if the torque 
is limited to the maximum current/voltage; 

FIGURE 5 A show an exemplary torque velocity profile for a motor in all four 
quadrants of operation; and 

FIGURE 5B show the operation voltage boundaries for this motor.

The voltage-profiling algorithm, 
rather than representing an entirely different embodiment of the control system represented in 
figure 1, is a part of the embodiment of figure 1. For this reason, it is believed by Applicants 
that differing species are not illustrated in the drawings and that each of the claims of the 
present application reads on the same species. Therefore, it is believed that all of the claims 
should be examined in this single application. In order to avoid the possibility of a non- 
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responsive paper, Applicants provisionally elect figure 1 and note that all claims are readable 
thereon; but as noted, believe that such an election, as well as the original restriction, should 
not exist.
